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~*‘HIS  difeafe  firfl  appeared  in 


I  Birmingham,  about  the  middle 
pf  May,  and  in  the  beginning  of  June 
was  frequent  in  many  of  the  towns 
ind  villages  in  the  neighbourhood. 


[t  was  preceded  by  fome  cafes  of  the 
:rue  ulcerated  fore  throat,  and  accom¬ 
panied  in  its  courfe  thro’  the  fummer 
)y  the  chin-cough,  the  mealies,  the 
mall-pox,  and  feveral  inftances  of  the 
rue  quinfy. 

It  continued  in  all  its  force  and 
requency  to  the  end  of  October,  va- 
ying  however  in  fome  of  its  fymptoms

as 
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as  the  air  grew  colder.  In  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  November  it  was  rarely 
met  with,  but  towards  the  middle  of 
that  month,  when  the  air  became 
warmer,  it  increafed  again,  and  in 
fome  meafure  refumed  thofe  appear¬ 
ances  which  it  poffelfed  in  the  fummer 
months,  but  had  loll  during  the  cold 
winds  in  O6lober. 

It  affe6led  children  more  than  adults ; 
but  feldom  occurred  in  the  former  un¬ 
der  two  years  of  age,  or  in  the  latter 
when  more  than  fifty.  In  children  the 
number  of  boys  and  girls  that  fuffered 
from  it  was  nearly  equal*  but  in  adults 
the  number  of  female  patients  con- 
fiderably  exceeded  that  of  the  male ; 
probably  becaufe  the  former  were  more 
employed  in  attendance  upon  the  lick, 
and  confequently  more  expofed  to  the 
infe&ion.

On  the  firft  feizure  the  patients  feel  Mode  of

an  unufual  wearinefs,  or  inaptitude  to 
motion  ;  a  dejedion  of  fpirits,  and  a

flight  forenefs  or  rather  ftiffnefs  in  the 
throat ;  with  a  fenfe  of  ftraitnefs  in 
the  mufcles  of  the  neck  and  flioulders 
as  if  they  were  bound  with  cords.  In 
a  few  hours  chilly  fits  take  place,  ge¬ 
nerally  alternating  with  flufhing  heat  ; 
but  at  length  the  heat  prevails  alto- 
gether.  The  patients  now  complain 
of  flight  head-ache,  and  tranfitory  fits 
of  ficknefs.  They  pafs  a  refllefs  night, 
not  fo  much  from  pain,  as  from  want 
of  inclination  to  fleep.

ficulty  in  fwallowing,  but  the  difficulty

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nefs  of  the  palfage,  than  by  an  inabi¬ 
lity  to  throw  the  necefiary  mufcles  into 
adlion.  A  total  difrelifh  to  food  takes 
place,  and  the  ficknefs  frequently  arifes 
to  a  vomiting.  The  breathing  is  fliort 
and  often  interrupted  by  a  kind  of 
imperfedl  figh.  The  fkin  feels  hot 
and  dry,  but  not  hard  ;  and  the  pa¬ 
tients  experience  frequent,  fmall,  pun¬ 
gent  pains,  as  if  touched  with  the 
point  of  a  needle.  Towards  evening 
the  heat  and  refllefsnefs  increafe  ;  the 
breath  is  hot  and  burning  to  the  lips; 
thirPc  makes  them  wifh  to  drink,  but 
the  tendency  to  ficknefs,  and  the  exer¬ 
tions  neceifary  to  frequent  deglutitions 
are  fo  unpleafant,  that  they  feldom 

i 

care  to  drink  much  at  a  time.  This 
night  is  palled  with  ilill  greater  in¬ 
quietude  than  the  former.  In  the 
1  bird  day  morning  the  face,  neck,  and  bread, 
-appear  redder  than  ufual  ;  in  a  few 

hours 
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hours  this  rednefs  becomes  univerfal,  and 
increafes  to  fuch  a  degree  of  intenfity, 
that  the  face,  body,  and  limbs,  refem- 
ble  a  boiled  lobher  in  colour,  and  are 
evidently  fwollen.  Upon  preffure  the 
rednefs  vanifihes,  but  foon  returns 
again.  The  fkin  is  fmooth  to  the 
touch,  nor  is  there  the  leaft  appear¬ 
ance  of  pimples  or  puflules.  The  eyes 
and  noftrils  partake  more  or  lefs  of  the 
general  rednefs  ;  and  in  proportion  to 
the  intenfity  of  this  colour  in  the  eyes, 
the  tendency  to  delirium  prevails.

the  intenfe  fcarlet  gradually  abates,  a 
brown  colour  fucceeds,  and  the  (kin 
becoming  rough,  peels  off  in  fmall 
branny  fcales.

tients  gradually  recover  their  ftrength 
and  appetite. 

During  the  whole  courfe  of  the  Fe¬ 
ver,  the  pulfe  is  quick,  fmall  and  un¬ 
commonly  feeble.  The  bowels  regu¬ 
lar  in  their  difcharges.  The  urine  fmall 

in  quantity,  but  fcarcely  differing  in 

% 

appearance  from  that  of  a  perfon  in. 
health.  The  fubmaxillary  glands  are 
generally  enlarged,  and  rather  painful 
when  preffed  by  the  fingers. 

The  tongue  is  red  and  moift,  at  the 
end  and  at  the  hides,  but  drier  in  the 
middle,  and  more  or  lefs  covered  with 
a  yellowifh  brown  mucus.  The  velum 
pendulum  palati,  the  uvula,  the  tonfxls, 
and  the  gullet  as  far  as  the  eye  can 
reach,  partake  the  general  rednefs  and 
tumefaction.  I  never  faw  any  real  ul¬ 
ceration  in  thefe  parts,  but  fometimes 

collections 
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collections  of  thick  mucus,  particular¬ 
ly  on  the  back  of  the  cefophagus,  great¬ 
ly  refembling  the  fpecks  or  Houghs  in 
the  putrid  Sore  Throat,  but  thefe  are

eafily  wafhed  away  by  any  common  gar¬ 
gle. — After  the  Fever  ceafes,  it  is  not 
uncommon  to  have  abfceffes  form  onAbfcefres. 

one  or  both  Tides  of  the  neck  under  the 

\ 

ears,  but  the  matter  eafily  difcharges 
itfelf  through  the  ruptured  teguments, 
and  they  heal  in  a  few  days  without 
much  trouble.— 

The  above  is  a  pi£iure  of  the  difeafe 
in  its  mod  ufual  appearance  ;  but  it 
too  frequently  aiTumes  a  much  more  fa¬ 
tal  form. 

In  children,  the  delirium  commences  Dangerous 
in  a  few  hours  after  the  fir (l  feizure.1^^11" 
The  flefh  is  intenfely  hot  ;  the  fcarlet 
colour  appears  on  the  firft  or  fecond 

A  4  day 
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day,  and  they  die  very  early  on  the 
third. 

In  others  who  furvive  this  rapid  ter¬ 
mination,  when  the  fcarlet  colour  turns 
to  brown,  and  you  would  expedl  their 
recovery,  the  pulfe  hill  remains  feeble 
and  quick,  the  fkin  becomes  dry  and 
harfli,  the  mouth  parched,  the  lips  chop¬ 
ped  and  black  ;  the  tongue  hard,  dry 
and  dark  brown,  the  eyes  heavy  and 
funk  ;  they  exprefs  an  averfion  to  all 
kinds  of  food,  and  extreme  uneafmefs 
upon  every  the  leaf!  motion  or  dihur- 
bance.  Thus  they  lie  for  feverai  days, 
nothing  feeming  to  afford  them  any  re¬ 
lief.  At  length  a  clear  amber  colour¬ 
ed  matter  difcharges  in  great  quantities 
from  the  nohrils,  or  the  ears,  or  both, 
and  continues  fo  to  difcharge  for  many 
days.  Sometimes  this  difcharge  has 
more  the  appearance  of  pus,  mixed 

with 
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with  mucus.  Under  thefe  circumflan- 
ces  when  the  patients  do  recover,  it 
is  very  (lowly  ;  but  they  generally  ling¬ 
er  for  a  month  or  fix  weeks  from  the  (lift 
attack,  and  die  at  length  of  extreme 
debility. 

In  adults,  the  rapidity  of  the  fever, In  adultI* 
the  delirium,  &c.  is  fuch  that  they  die 
upon  the  fourth  or  fifth  day,  efpecially 
if  a  purging  fupervenes.  Some  fur- 
vive  to  the  eighth,  or  to  the  eleventh 
day;  in  all  thefe  the  throat  is  but  little 
affedled  :  the  eyes  have  an  uncommon 
red  appearance,  not  that  ftreaky  rednefs 
which  is  evidently  occafioned  by  the 
veffels  of  the  cornea  being  injedled  with 
red  blood,  but  an  equable  (liming  red¬ 
nefs,  refembling  that  which  we  remark 
in  the  eye  of  a  ferret*.  But  notwith- 
ftanding  this  morbid  appearance  in  the

eye 
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eye,  the  ftrongefl  light  is  not  offenfive. 
This  appearance  may  often  be  difco- 
vered,  by  lifting  up  the  upper  eyelid, 
fome  hours  before  it  fhews  itfelf  in  the 
part  of  the  eye  that  is  ufually  vifible, 
and  it  is  of  fome  confequence  to  at¬ 
tend  to  this  circumflance,  as  it  greatly 
influences  the  event  of  the  cafe. 

Livid  fpots  Befides  the  full  fcarlet  colour  defcrib- 
ed  above,  there  are  frequently  fmall  cir¬ 
cular  fpots  of  a  livid  colour  about  the 
breafl,  knees  and  elbows.  The  pati¬ 
ents  are  extremely  refllefs,  clamourous, 
and  defirous  to  drink  ;  but  after  fwal- 
lowing  one  or  two  mouthfuls,  upon 
taking  another,  feem  to  forget  to  fvval- 
low,  and  let  it  run  out  at  the  corners 
of  the  mouth;  whilft  others  fpurt  it  out 
with  confiderable  force,  and  are  very  an¬ 
gry  if  urged  to  drink  again.  In  thefe 
cafes,  the  fcarlet  colour  appears  very

oon  after  the  attack,  but  in  an  unfet- 
led  irregular  manner  ;  large  blotches 
>f  red,  and  others  of  white  intermixed 
tnd  often  changing  places.  The  pulfe 
rom  the  very  beginning  fo  quick,  fo 
eeble,  and  fo  irregular,  that  it  is  hard¬ 
ly  poffible  to  count  it  for  half  a  minute 
at  a  time. — It  is  needlefs  to  add,  that 
the  greater  part  of  thofe  who  laboured 
under  thefe  dreadful  fymptoms  died.  A 
few  recovered,  and  others  fell  into  a 
Rate  of  debility  bordering  upon  ideot- 
ifrn,  from  which  they  were  refcued  by 
time,  and  generous  living, — 

In  one  patient,  a  man,  the  jaw  was-partiCuUr 

fymptoms, 

fo  perfectly  locked  upon  the  third 
day,  that  it  was  impoffible  to  get  any 
thing  down  his  throat  ;  and  he  died 
early  upon  the  fifth  day.  In  one 
man,  when  the  fcarlet  of  the  fkin  was 
turning  brown,  feveral  white  blifters 

arofe 
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arofe  upon  different  parts  of  his  hands 
and  feet,  which  when  cut  open  ap¬ 
peared  quite  dry  ;  but  in  ti  boy  where 
fimilar  blifters  appeared,  fome  of  which 
were  cut  in  a  few  hours  afterwards,  a 
thin  pellucid  watery  fluid  was  di (charg¬ 
ed,  In  this  cafe  too  the  fcarlet  colour 
of  the  {kin,  the  fecond  day  after  ics  ap¬ 
pearance,  changed  to  a  dark  lead,  or 
rather  violet  colour.  1  have  been  told 
of  three  inflances,  in  which  the  def- 
quamation  was  fo  complete,  that  even 
the  nails  feparated  from  the  fingers.

whilft  others,  efpecially  adults,  had  a 
few  very  minute  red  pimples,  crowned 

with

Jn  is  mod  tender.  The  infide  of  the 
iroat  was  very  confiderably  tumefied, 

>  as  to  render  deglutition  painful  and 
ifhcult ;  its  colour  a  dull  red,  fome- 
mes  tending  to  a  livid.  This  affedlion 
f  the  fauces  in  fome  patients  feemed  to 
stend  down  the  gullet  to  the  ftomach, 
id  was  accompanied  with  painful  ef- 
>rts  to  vomit,  particularly  whenever 
ay  thing  was  fwallowed  :  in  others 
fpread  itfelf  down  the  windpipe  to 
re  lungs,  as  was  evident  from  the 
Dugh,  the  ft i ait  breathing,  and  other 
eripneumonic  fymptoms.  And  in  o- 
lers  again,  its  progrefs  along  the 
uftacliian  tube  was  indicated  by  (harp 
ains  in  the  ear.  The  eyes  had  lets  of 
iat  rednefs  defcribed  before,  but  hill  a 
ight  tinge  of  it  was  vifible,  together 
ith  the  Alining  watery  appearance 

which 
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which  in  the  mealies  is  fo  remarkable 
and  a  great  averfion  to  light.  Tin 
patients  too  had  always  a  general  pain 
ful  forenefs  in  all  the  limbs,  and  no 
unfrequently  very  acute  pains  in  tin 
ancles,  knees,  wrifts  and  elbows,  at 
tended  with  more  or  lefs  fwelling  when 
the  pain  was  molt  violent. 

In  molt  of  thefe  cafes,  the  pulf 
beat  130  or  140  flrokes  in  a  minute 
f nr  all,  but  yet  hard,  and  fometime 
fufficiently  fo  to  juflify  the  opening  of ; 
vein.  The  blood  thus  taken  away,  ii 
every  inftance  when  cool,  appeared  fizy 
and  the  whole  craffamentum  firm. 

Through  the  courfe  of  the  difeal 
large  quantities  of  vifcid  mucus,  am 
other  matter  with  much  of  the  purulen 
appearance,  were  from  time  to  time  dii 
charged  from  the  throat  and  noftrils.

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Some  threw  out  feveral  white  or  afh- 
coloured  Houghs,  though  no  fuch  Houghs 
were  vifible  upon  infpeCfing  the  throat; 
but  in  moH,  the  fauces,  particularly  the 
tonfils  were  covered  with  them,  and  up¬ 
on  their  reparation  appeared  raw,  as  if 
diveHed  of  their  outer  membrane. 

The  Fever  under  this  autumnal  ap¬ 
pearance,  generally  terminated  favour¬ 
ably  on  the  fifth,  eighth,  or  eleventh 
day,  but  fometimes  was  protracted  to 
a  much  greater  length,  by  the  forma¬ 
tion  of  large  painful  abfceffes  ;  and  I 
have  been  told  of  feveral  cafes  that  were 
followed  by  a  numerous  fucceffion  of 
boils  upon  different  parts  of  the  body. 
But  no  fymptom  was  more  troublefome 
to  fome  individuals,  than  exulcerations 
at  the  fides  and  down  towards  the  root 
of  the  tongue,  which  were  fo  painful  as 
to  deprive  them  of  the  power  to  take 
folid  food,  even  feveral  days  after  the 
inclination  for  it  had  returned.

APPY  would  it  be  for  the  eafe 
of  the  practitioner,  but  hill  more 
fo  for  that  of  the  patient,  if  the  bale¬ 
ful  influence  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Sore  Throat  had  its  termination  here.

But  in  ten  or  fifteen  days  from  the  cef- 

fation  of  the  Fever,  another  train  of

prevails,  together  with  a  ftiffnefs  in 
the  limbs,  an  accelerated  puife,  dif- 
turbed  fleep,  difrelifh  to  food,  and  a 
paucity  of  urine.

In  fome  patients  the  feverifh  difpofition 
runs  high,  in  others  it  exifts  only  in 
a  moderate  degree.  In  fome  the  dropfy 
affe<fts  the  brain,  producing  coma-vigil, 
delirium,  blindnefs  ;  with  the  mo  ft  en¬ 
larged  expanfion  of  the  iris,  which  is 
incapable  of  contra&ion  in  the  ftrong- 
eft  light.  In  others,  the  dropfy  falls 
upon  the  lungs,  and  produces  *  every 
fymptom  of  the  true  hydrops  pecftoris. 

The  tongue  is 'dry  and  brown;  the 
fkin  harfih ;  the  urine  of  a  deep  ma¬ 
hogany  colour,  fmall  in  quantity,  and 
depoftting  a  fediment  of  a  ftill  deeper 
hue,  and  in  a  powdery  form. 

The  urgency  of  thefe  fymptoms, 
added  to  the  very  evident  appearance

The  Scarlet  Fever  prevailed  in  Lon¬ 
don  in  the  fummer  of  the  year  1689, 
with  fymptoms  much  more  violent  than 
thofe  defcribed  by  Sydenham,  Dover 
or  De  Gorter  ;  infomuch  that  Morton,

Navier  obferves,  that  he  has  feen 
this  difeafe  in  young  children  followed 
by  a  prodigious  leucophlegmacy.

account  T radatus  de  Scarlatina  has  added  fome- 
thing  to  the  hiftory  of  the  difeafe.  He 
is  the  firft  author  that  mentions  the  ap¬ 
pearance  of  white  blifters  when  the 
defquamation  of  the  (kin  takes  place, 
and  he  gives  us  the  bell  account  extant 
of  the  dropfical  (late  chat  fucceeds.  He 
thinks  the  danger  of  the  patients  is 
greater  from  the  dropfy  than  from  the 
fcarlet  fever,  but  that  was  not  the  cafe 
with  us.  He  takes  fome  pains  to  in- 
veftigate  the  caufe  ol  the  difeafe,  and 
is  much  more  diffule  upon  the  method 
of  cure  than  any  of  his  predecelfors :

From  the  defcription  of  this  difeafe 
as  it  exified  at  Birmingham,  and  from 
the  accounts  tranfmitted  to  us  by  other 
authors,  the  reader  will  I  hope  be  en¬ 
abled  to  attain  a  pretty  accurate  know¬ 
ledge  of  it,  notwithftanding  its  multifa¬ 
rious  appearances.  It  only  remains, 
in  order  to  perfeft  the  hiftory,  to  re¬ 
late  the  appearances  found  in  the  bodyDiffeaion 
after  death,  but  this  I  have  not  been

able  to  accomplilh,  nor  do  I  know  of 
any  one  that  has.  The  only  examina¬ 
tion  that  I  find  upon  record  is  that 
made  by  Doringius  [a)  a  friend  to 
Sennertus.

r  I  THE  Scarlet  Fever  and  Sore  Throat 
-2-  is  fo  nearly  related  to  fome 
other  fevers,  that  it  is  not  always  eafy 
to  diflinguifh  them  without  having  an 
eye  to  the  prevailing  epidemic  of  the 
feafon.  An  attempt  therefore  to  point 
out  the  charafleriftic  differences  cannot 
he  unacceptable. 

Petechial  In  fevers  of  the  Petechial  kind  the 

fevers. 

eruption  feldom  appears  before  the 
fourth  day;  it  confifls  of  diftin£f  fpots, 
regular  in  their  form,  and  principally 
occupying  the  neck,  the  back  and  the 
loins.  But  in  the  Scarlet  Fever  the  erup¬ 
tion  generally  appears  about  the  third 
day  ;  confifts  either  of  broad  blotches  or 

elfe

elfe  one  continued  rednefs,  which fpreads 
over  the  face  and  the  whole  body. 

In  the  fever  called  Purpura  the  puftules Purple 

Fever. 

are  prominent,  keep  their  colour  under 
prehure,  and  never  appear  early  in  the 
difeafe.  Whereas  in  the  Scarlet  Fever 

the  eruption  appears  early  after  the  at- 

* 

tack,  is  not  prominent,  but  perfedlly 
fmooth  to  the  touch,  and  becomes  quite 
white  under  prelfure.  Thefe  difeafes 
are  certainly  diflin<5F  in  themfelves,  and 
not  mere  modifications  in  the  eruption 
only,  though  they  feem  connected  by 
fome  general  caufe,  for  we  had  feveral 
examples  of  the  true  Purpura  at  the 
time  the  Scarlatina  prevailed ;  but  I 
know  a  gentleman  who  firft  had  the 
Scarlatina ,  and  fhortly  afterwards  the 
Purpura  :  now  I  never  yet  have  feen  an 
infiance  of  the  fame  perfon  having  the 
Scarlet  Fever  twice,  and  I  believe  it  to 

be 
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be  as  great  an  improbability  as  a  repeti¬ 
tion  of  the  fmall-pox. 

Meafles.  The  Meajles  are  fo  nearly  allied  to  the 
Scarlet  Fever,  that  we  find  fome  of  the 
befi  medical  writers  confidering  the 
difeafes  as  no  way  differing,  but  in  the 
_  mode  of  the  eruption ;  the  former  ri¬ 
ling  above  the  Ikin,  and  limited  in  their 
extent,  the  latter  fmooth  and  univer- 
fally  diffufed.  But  not  to  mention 
that  the  patients  who  had  gone  through 
the  mealies  were  equally  fubjedl  with 
others  to  the  Scarlatina,  we  may  ob- 
ferve  that  the  cough,  the  running  at 
the  nofe,  the  watery  eye  ;  fymptoms  fo 
predominant  in  the  early  ftate  of  the 
former,  are  never  found  to  exift  in  the 
latter.  I  confefs  to  have  met  with  one 
cafe  of  the  Scarlatina  in  which  a  trou- 
x  blefome  cough  arofe  upon  the  feventh 
:  day,  and  difappeared  on  the  tenth, 

but 
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but  in  the  meafles  it  is  a  leading 
fymptom,  and  continues  not  only  dur¬ 
ing  the  eruption,  but  commonly  for 
many  days  afterward. 

The  Eryfipelas  may  in  many  circum-Eryfipeks 
[lances  vie  with  the  Scarlatina,  but  the 
imited  feat  of  the  former,  together 
vith  its  not  being  contagious,  at  leaf! 
n  our  climate,  is  fufficient  to  diftin- 
juifh  it  from  the  latter.  We  may  like- 
vife  take  into  the  account,  that  in  the 
noft  frequent  fpecies  of  the  eryfipelas 
here  is  a  conllant  oozing  of  an  acrid 
mery  fluid  from  the  inflamed  parts, 

diich  is  never  the  cafe  in  the  Scarla- 

ina. 

In  addition  to  the  above  diftin<5lions, 

'e  may  remark,  that  the  Sore  Throat, 
ie  of  the  fymptoms  moll  obfervable

The  reader  will 
readily  guefs  that  I  allude  to  the  Angina 
Ganeranofa  or  ulcerated  Sore  Throat. 


They  are  both  epidemic,  they  are  both 
contagious:  the  mode  of  feizure,  the 
Great  re-  firft  appearances  in  the  throat,  are 
“^nearly  the  fame  in  both;  a  red  efflo- 
refcence  upon  the  fkin,  a  gieat  ten 
dency  to  delirium  and  a  frequent 
fmall,  unfteady  pulfe,  are  likewife  com 
mon  to  both  with  features  fo  link 


incdy  alike,  and  thofe  too  of  the  mol 
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obvious  kind,  is  it  to  be  wondered  that 
many  practitioners  conhdered  them  as 
the  fame  difeafe  ?  that  others  though 
fenfible  of  fome  little  differences,  hill 
concluded  them  to  be  of  the  fame  na¬ 
ture  ;  hotn  putrid,  and  both  demand¬ 
ing  a  fimilar  mode  of  treatment  ?  thofe 
who  can  anfwer  thefe  queRions  in  the 
affirmative,  mult  feel  themfelves  pof- 

neffied  of  greater  penetration  than  I  can 
>oaR  of.  -  ; 

But  though  the  refemblance  may  at 
irR  fight  betray  us  into  error,  the  at- 
entlve  practitioner  will  not  long  be 
uisfied  with  a  mode  of  treatment  in 
ffiicn  the  noblefi  medicines  fail  of 
aeir  ufual  erfecls  :  he  will  meet  with 
itfes  in  which  the  diffimilarity  is  fuf- 
ciently  obvious  :  he  will  foon  attain 
difcrimination  adequate  to  every 
!eful  purpofe  :  but  perhaps  he  will

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never  be  able  precifely  to  draw  the 
line  where  the  light  begins  and  where 
the  penumbra  ends. 

Doctor  Fothtrgill,  by  his  excel¬ 
lent  account  of  the  Sore  1  hr  oat  attended 
with  ulcers ,  has  furnilhed  us  with  the 
means  of  drawing  fuch  a  comparative 
view  ol  the  two  difeafes,  as  will  I  hope 
in  a  great  meafure  obviate  the  poffibi- 
lity  ol  miftaking  them.  For  the  eafe 
of  the  reader  it  will  be  convenient  to 
contrail  them  in  a  tabular  form.

Perhaps  one  other  circumfiance  may 
afTifl  us  in  forming  an  opinion  of  the 
difeafe.  It  is  well  known  that  thofe 
who  have  once  had  the  ulcerated  fore 
throat,  are  more  liable  than  others  to 
be  attacked  by  it  again;  but  I  am  per- 
fwaded  that  a  perfon  may  as  foon  have 
the  mealies  or  fmall-pox  a  fecond  time 
as  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  Sore  Throat. 
However  the  fucceffion  of  thefe  difeafes 
is  not  incompatible;  for  I  attended  the 
children  of  one  family  who  had  the  ul¬ 
cerated  Sore  Throat  in  May,  and  the 
Scarlet  Fever  and  Sore  Throat  in  the 
Augull  following.

that  nothing  but  the  experience  of  ages 
can  determine.  Schulzius  obferves  f , 
that  the  winter  of  the  year  1664,  in 
Poland,  was  mild  and  rainy  ;  the  Scar¬ 
latina  Anginofa  appeared  early  in  the 
following  fpring,  and  raged  all  fummer  Seafons, 
and  autumn,  even  until  the  winter  follow¬ 
ing.  Thelafl.  winter  with  us  was  uncom-

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monly  mild  ;  the  fpring  dry  and  cold  ; 
the  fummer  dry,  and  remarkably  hot. 
In  Odober  the  air  was  unufually  cold. 
November  was  a  wet  month;  the  firft 
week  cold,  the  middle  of  the  month 
warm.  The  difeafe  began  in  May ;  it 
raged  with  great  violence  in  June,  Ju¬ 
ly,  and  Auguft ;  in  September  the  fear-

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thinks  too  it  is  forne  how  conne&ed 
with  the  fmall-pox,  becaufe  a  great 
number  of  children  had  it  a  little  be- 
fore  or  a  little  after  the  fmall-pox. 

Plenciz  *  attributes  the  effecls  to 
certain  animated  feminal  particles, 
Semina  animala ,  which  he  thinks  are 
capable  of  multiplying  their  kind.  He 
fuppofes  they  may  be  w7afted  by  the 
winds  to  confiderable  difiances,  or  that 
they  may  fometimes  lie  dormant  a  long 
time  in  the  body ;  and  thus  he  ac¬ 
counts  for  the  production  of  the  dif- 
eafe,  when  it  did  not  previoufly  exift 
in  the  neighbourhood. 

But  whether  the  difeafe  is  caufed  by 
animalcula  capable  of  generating  their 
kind,  or  by  certain  miafmata  which 
have  the  property  of  afiimilating  other

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particles  of  matter  to  their  own  nature, 
by  fome  mode  of  fermentation  hitherto 
but  little  underftood,  there  can  be  no 
doubt  but  it  is  contagious,  and  per-  Contagions 
haps  fo  in  a  degree  nearly  equal  to  the 
fmall-pox  and  meafles. 


I  have  repeatedly  had  occahon  to 
obferve,  that  it  is  upon  the  third  or 
fourth  day  after  expofure  to  the  conta-1 
gion,  that  the  patients  begin  to  com¬ 
plain.  Its  firft  elFecTt  is  evidently  that  Firft  effect 
of  a  poifon  of  the  fedative  kind  adting 
upon  the  nervous  fyftem.  Its  firft  feat 
feems  to  be  the  pituitary  or  Schneiderian 
membrane,  every  part  of  which  it  pre- 
fen  tly  pervades,  palling  from  thence 
down  the  cefophagus  to  the  flomach, 
down  the  larynx  to  the  lungs,  along 
the  Eujlachian  tubes  to  the  ears,  from 
the  nofe  to  the  eyes  and  to  the  brain 
itfelf.

The  rednefs  of  the  fkin  does  not  ne- 
ceffarily  imply  a  determination  of  the 
poifon  to  the  furface  of  the  body ;  becaufe 
we  know  inffances  of  a  fimilar  effect 
being  almofl  inffantaneoufly  produced 
by  certain  affections  of  the  ftomach. 
How  many  people  after  eating  mufcles* 
have  we  not  heard  of,  that  have  expe¬ 
rienced  great  anxiety,  prefently  follow¬ 
ed  by  a  general  rednefs  upon  the  fkin  ; 
and  which  again  was  as  foon  removed 
by  the  exhibition  of  a  vomit  to  difcharge 
the  poifonous  caufe  !  Who  has  not  ob- 
ferved  the  full  fcarlet  flufli  upon  the 
face  after  eating  herrings,  or  vinegar; 
after  drinking  acetous  beer  or  cyder  ? 
Can  any  body  fuppofe  that  in  the  one 
cafe  theoffending  matter  isinftantly  con¬ 
veyed  to  the  ikin  ?  or  that  in  the  other 
it  is  carried  from  thence  inffantane-

I  know  a  young  lady  to  whofe  con- 
ftitution  oatmeal  is  fo  completely  poi- 
fonous,  that  in  a  few  minutes  after  fwal- 
lowing  the  fmalleft  quantity,  a  general 
fcarlet  colour,  accompanied  by  a  fenfi- 
b!e  tumefaction,  takes  place  upon  the 
{kin  ;  and  I  know  a  gentleman  who  has 
frequently  experienced  limilar  effects 
from  eating  fweet  almonds. 

I  fhall  only  add  further  upon  this 
fubjecl,  that  the  effects  of  acids  juft  now 
mentioned  like  thofe  afcribed  to  the  mi- 
afmata  of  the  Scarlatina  Angincfa ,  are  by 
far  the  moft  remarkable  in  hot  weather. 

At  the  time  when  the  difeafe  prevail¬ 
ed  here  in  its  fulleft  force,  and  every  one

ith  water  ;  and  to  fnuff  fomething  up 
le  nofe  that  will  make  them  fneeze.

e  fufficiently  obvious  ;  and  the  other 
founded  upon  the  facility  with  which 
.e  cauftic  fixed  alkaly  diffolves  mucus,

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and  the  quality  it  has  of  deflroying  all 
the  peculiar  properties  of  animal  mat¬ 
ter.  If  thefe  precautions  are  attended 
to,  I  can  venture  to  aflert,  from  a 
pretty  large  experience,  that  the  in- 
fe&ion  will  either  be  altogether  pre¬ 
vented,  or  elfe  very  trifling  in  its  con-

M  O  N  G  S  T  the  multiplicity  of 
medical  writers,  only  a  few  have 


avoured  us  with  a  defcription  of  the 
'carlet  Fever  and  Sore  Throat ;  and  fewer 
[ill  with  the  method  of  cure. 


Morton,  confidering  this  and  the 
aeafles  to  be  the  fame  difeafe,  directs 
he  practice  to  be  the  fame  in  both  ; 
nd  in  this  he  is  a  much  better  guide 
han  thofe  who  have  written  more  ex- 
reffly  upon  the  fubje61.  I  can  believe 
aat  the  confutations  of  the  natives  in 
ifferent  parts  of  Europe,  will  allow  of 
conliderable  difference  in  the  method 
f  treatment ;  but  I  am  perfuaded  that 
iofe  who  pradice  in  England  with

fuccefs,  will  find  more  occafions  to  de¬ 
part  from,  than  to  concur  with  the 
methods  advifed  by  the  French  and 
German  authors. 

Inftead  of  tracing  the  progreflional 
fteps  of  the  difeafe  over  again,  and 
pointing  out  the  plan  of  treatment  in 
every  different  ftage  of  its  courfe,  and 
under  the  varioufly  different  appear¬ 
ances  which  it  is  fo  ready  to  adopt  ;  I 
believe  it  will  be  the  Ihorter  way  to 
confider  the  different  remedies  as  they 
occur,  and  to  point  out  how  far  I  have 
found  them  in  real  practice  to  be  ufe- 
ful  or  detrimental ;  and  afterwards  tc 
fubjoin  a  few  cafes,  the  better  to  il- 
luftrate  the  mode  of  application.

But  preparatory  to  this,  I  muff  beg 
the  attention  of  the  reader  to  a  fev 

principles,  which  did  not  derive  thei 

origii 
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origin  from  any  preconceived  theory, 
nor  from  any  predifpofition  to  parti- 
:ular  opinions,  but  from  actual  obfer- 
nation  ;  and  as  fuch  I  offer  them  as 
matters  of  fad; ;  under  a  full  perfua- 
[ion  that  thofe,  who  after  an  attentive 
confideration  of  the  difeafe,  appear  to 
differ  from  me  in  opinion,  will  in  re¬ 
ality  find  that  difference  to  confifl  more 
in  words  than  in  fentiments. 

1.  The  immediate  caufe  of  this  dif¬ 
eafe,  is  a  poifon  of  a  peculiar  kind, 
communicable  by  contagion* 

2.  This  poifon  firft  takes  poffeffion  of 
the  mucous  membrane  lining  the 
fauces  and  the  nofe,  and  either  by 
its  adion  upon  the  fecretory  glands, 
or  upon  the  mucus  itfelf,  affimilates 
that  mucus  to  its  own  nature.

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3.  That  it  is  from  this  beginning,  and 
from  this  only,  that  it  fpreads  to 
the  ftomach,  8cc.  and  at  length  ads 
upon  the  fyftem  at  large. 

4.  That  its  firft  adion  upon  the 
nerves,  is  that  of  a  fedative  or  de¬ 
bilitating  power. 

5.  That  in  confequence  of  certain 
laws  of  the  nervous  fyftem,  when 
the  debilitating  effeds  operate  up¬ 
on  the  Senforium  commune ,  a  reac¬ 
tion  takes  place ;  and  that  this  re- 
adion  is,  c ceteris  paribus ,  propor¬ 
tioned  to  the  debilitating  power.

Our  own  countryman  Morton,  fays  we 
fhould  not  bleed  without  evident  reafon.

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Indeed  fuch  was  the  ftate  of  the 
aulfe  with  us  during  the  fummer 
nonths,  that  I  never  faw  a  cafe  in 
which  blood  was  taken  away  :  nor 
would  it  be  eafy  to  conceive  with  what 

view  the  boldeft,  or  the  mold  ignorant

practitioner  would  have  dared  to  at¬ 
tempt  it  ;  for  in  thofe  cafes  where  the 
inflammation  upon  the  furface  is  very 
great,  the  lofs  of  blood  can  only  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  further  depletion  of  the 
larger  veflels,  and  thereby  increafe  the 
debility  and  faintnefs  which  already 
exift  in  a  moft  alarming  degree  ;  for  the 
fmall  veflels  accumulating  the  blood 
more  in  confequence  of  their  own  ac¬ 
tion,  than  from  the  pulfe  of  the  heart, 
would  not  be  affecfled  by  the  ufual  mode 
of  blood-letting  ;  and  the  extent  of  the 
inflammation  is  much  too  great  to  al¬ 
low  us  to  have  recourfe  to  topical 
bleedings.

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Sometimes  where  the  fiery  rednefs 
of  the  eyes  and  the  ftate  of  delirium 
feemed  to  demand  the  application  of 
leeches  to  the  temples,  I  have  feen 
them  applied  ;  but  never  with  any  good 
effect.  In  one  inftance  where  the  con- 
flant  rejection  of  every  thing  that  was 
fwallowed,  even  fimple  water,  and  the 
pain  in  the  ftomach  during  the  efforts, 
feemed  to  indicate  an  inflammation  in 
that  organ,  blood  was  taken  away,  not- 
withflanding  the  feeblenefs  of  the  pulfe. 
The  blood  was  fizy.  The  bleeding 
was  repeated  ;  but  no  very  evident  ad¬ 
vantage  accrued  to  the  patient.  I 
think  therefore  we  may  conclude  that 
when  the  fcarlet  colour  upon  the  fkin 
is  intenfe,  we  cannot  expert  to  benefit 
either  from  topical  or  general  bleed¬ 
ings.

In  the  autumn  when  the  fcarlet  co¬ 
il  r  of  the  fkln  was  feldoro  very  in- 
nfe,  and  often  did  not  appear  at  all, 
te  tumefa&ion  of  the  fauces,  was  ge- 
eraily  much  greater,  and  the  pulfe 
mfiderablv  more  firm.

Vomiting.  It  is  very  remarkable 
lat  neither  Navier  nor  Plenciz,  after 
aving  entered  more  particularly  into 
te  method  of  cure  than  any  other 
writers,  have  never  fo  much  as  men¬ 
tioned 
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tioned  the  ufe  of  emetics. — Vomiting 
feems  to  be  the  remedy  of  nature  :  it 
ftands  foremoft  in  her  efforts  to  throw 

Vomiting. 

off  thecaufe  of  the  difeafe :  it  moft  amply 
fulfils  the  indications  arifing  both  from 
a  confideration  of  the  caufe  and  of  the 
effects.  If  we  want  to  diflodge  a  poi- 
fon  from  the  fauces,  and  the  mucous 
membrane  of  the  nofe,  and  to  prevent 
its  defcent  to  the  ftomach,  how  fhali 
we  do  it  fo  effedhxally  as  by  emetics  ?  if 
the  poifon  already  adling  upon  the 
nervous  fyflem,  deftroys  the  equili¬ 
brium  of  the  circulating  powers,  how 
can  we  fo  readily  reftore  that  equili¬ 
brium  as  by  emetics  ?  Does  not  the 
experience  of  every  day  confirm  their 
efficacy  in  a  variety  of  diforders  de¬ 
pendant  upon  local  congeftions  ? 

But  not  to  proceed  further  with  quef- 
tions  that  cannot  fail  to  be  anfwered 

in 
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i  the  affirmative,  I  will  venture  to  af- 
;rt  that  the  liberal  ufe  of  emetics,  is 
he  true  foundation  for  fuccefsful  prac- 

ice  in  the  Scarlet  Fever  and  Sore 

\  ;  v 

rhroat. 

In  the  very  firft  attack,  a  vomit  fel- 
lom  fails  to  remove  the  difeafe  at  once 
—if  the  poifon  has  begun  to  exert  its 
:ffe$s  upon  the  nervous  fyftem,  eme- 
;ics  flop  its  further  progrefs,  and  the 
patients  quickly  recover.  If  it  has 
proceeded  ftill  further  and  occalioned 
that  amazing  a61ion  in  the  capillaries, 
which  exifts  when  the  fcarlet  colour  of 
the  fkin  takes  place,  vomiting  never 
fails  to  procure  a  refpite  to  the  anxiety, 
the  faintnefs,  the  delirium. 

In  autumn  when  the  throat  was 
more  affe&ed  ;  when  the  tumefa&ion  of 
the  fauces  was  fuch  that  the  patients 

could 
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could  not  fwallow  but  with  the  utmoft 
difficulty  :  when  the  peripneumonic 
fymptoms  threatened  fuffoeation,  and 
bleeding  withheld  its  accuftomed  aid ; 
an  emetic  opened  the  gullet,  and  un¬ 
loaded  the  lungs,  fo  that  deglutition 
became  eafy,  and  refpiration  free. 

-  But  it  is  neceffary  to  add,  that  a 
vomit  only  fufficiently  ftrong  to  evacu¬ 
ate  the  contents  of  the  flomach,  is  by 
no  means  adequate  to  thefe  effeds.  The 
vomit  muft  be  powerful,  and  in  ordi¬ 
nary  cafes  repeated  once  in  forty-eight 
hours.  In  thofe  with  more  urgent 
fymptoms  daily,  and  in  the  worft  cafes 
twice  in  twenty-four  hours.  The  pa¬ 
tients  never  fail  to  exprefs  the  relief 
they  find  after  the  operation,  and  the 
phyfician  foon  difcovers  it  in  the  coun¬ 
tenance  and  in  the  pulfe.  As  to  the 
formule  of  emetics  the  practitioner  may 

vary 
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vary  it  as  he  pleafes  ;  but  I  generally 
combine  the  tartar  emetic  with  the  ipe¬ 
cacuanha)  that  the  purgative  property 
of  the  one  may  be  obviated  by  the 
naufeating  quality  of  the  other,  at  the 
fame  time  that  I  with  to  fecure  a  cer¬

(a)  In  the  true  quinfy,  or  angina  inflammatoria ,  I  have 
afed  emetics  for  many  years  pah  with  the  greateft  fuc- 
:efs.  If  the  vomit  is  given  the  firth  or  fecond  day  of  the 
fifeafe,  and  the  patient  keeps  in  bed  a  few  hours  after¬ 
wards,  drinks  gruel  freely,  and  takes  the  tartar  emetic  in 
mailer  dofes  to  promote  perfpiration,  he  rifes  perfectly 
:ured.  If  the  inflammation  has  proceeded  to  fuch  a 
ength  as  to  prevent  deglutition  altogether ;  a  little  tar- 
;ar  emetic  repeatedly  put  back  in  the  mouth  and  fuffered 
o  diflolve  there,  will  in  time  excite  a  vomiting.  After 
he  firft  difcharge  from  the  flomach,  the  patient  is  able 
o  fwallow  a  large  draught  of  gruel,  and  thus  to  continue 
he  operation.  The  mo  ft  urgent  fymptoms  are  inftan- 
;aneoufly  relieved,  and  in  a  day  or  two  fometimes  with, 
md  fometimes  without  repeating  the  emetic,  he  is  quite 
veil.  If  the  inflammatory  procefs  has  fo  far  been  fu£- 
ered  to  proceed  that  matter  is  already  formed  ;  vomiting 
promotes  the  rupture  of  the  abfcefs,  and  difpels  the 
urrounding  inflammation.  There  may  be  cafes  in 
which  bleeding  is  abfolutely  neceflary,  but  I  never  yet 
net  with  one  of  thofe  cafes.  I  never  dired  any  other 
nedicine  either  internal  or  external,  except  an  inje&ed 
gargle  to  promote  the  difcharge  of  the  vifcid  mucus.

purgatives  as  altogether  repugnant  to 
the  curative  indications  in  this  difeafe. 
If  the  poifon  is  received  into  the  fyftern 
in  the  manner  I  fufped  ;  the  operation 
of  a  purge,  inftead  of  difcharging  it, 
can  only  promote  its  diffulion  along  the 
alimentary  canal— but  waving  that  con¬ 
sideration,  let  us  enquire  what  benefit 
can  be  expe&ed  from  purgatives.  Their 
moll  obvious  operation  is  the  emptying 
of  the  guts,  and  thereby  leflening  the 
tenfion  of  the  abdominal  mufcles.  But 
we  have  fliewn  that  the  anxiety,  the

debility,  the  faintnefs,  are  in  a  great 
meafure  owing  to  the  want  of  fullnefs 
in  the  larger  blood-velfels ;  and  a  want 
of  preffure  upon  them  will  produce  the 
fame  effects.  Hence  the  neceffity  of 
bandage  when  we  hafiily  remove  the 
water  in  an  afcites-— through  the  whole 

courfe 
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courfe  of  the  difeafe,  the  belly  is  in 
general  very  regular  in  its  difcharges  ; 
but  if  a  purging  fpontaneoufly  fuper- 
venes,  the  patients  fmk  fo  amazingly 
fa  ft,  that  it  is  not  within  the  reach  of  art 
to  fupport  them.  Under  thefe  circum- 
ftances  I  have  known  a  perfon  fo  little  in- 
difpofed  as  to  dine  below  flairs  one  day, 
and  yet  upon  a  purging  fupervening, 
to  die  before  the  next  day  noon.  Sau- 
vage  after  a  vomit  advifes  purges ;  but 
he  adds  that  the  patients  very  often  died. 

Sudorifics.  Cordials.  Alexiphar- 
mics.  The  medicines  generally  fignift- 
ed  by  thefe  denominations  have  but

little  to  do  in  the  cure  of  the  Scarlatina 
anginofa.  The  patients  'are  not  difpofed 
to  fweat  when  the  fcarlet  prevails  upon 
the  fkin,  nor  do  I  know  of  any  fafe  me- 
thod  by  which  we  could  attempt  to  ex¬ 
cite  a  diaphorefis,  even  if  we  fliould  ex-

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pe£l  it  to  be  advantageous.  Under  the 
autumnal  appearance,  when  the  {kin 
had  none  of  the  fcarlet  colour,  a  warm 
bed,  and  warm  diluents  would  eafily  in¬ 
duce  a  moiflure  upon  it,  but  I  never 
faw  any  evident  advantage  to  be  the 
confequence. 

Cordials  feem  to  be  indicated  by  the 
great  lofs  of  ftrength  and  the  feeble 
pulfe  ;  but  thofe  who  are  aware  of 
the  true  caufe  of  this  debility  will  not 
readily  be  induced  to  give  them.  I 
have  known  them  given,  but  the  cer¬ 
tain  confequence  was  an  increafe  of  the 
reftlefsnefs,  of  the  delirium,  and  of  the

But  when  that  inflammation  is  flill 
augmented  by  large  and  frequent  dofes 
of  bark,  it  is  aflonifhing  to  fee  how 
much  the  tumefaction  increafes  and  how 
rapidly  the  whole  lining  of  the  fauces 
is  converted  into  a  (linking  Hough.  It 
is  true  neverthelefs  that  many  patients 
recover  who  take  bark.  The  faCt  feems 
to  be,  that  in  mild  cafes  an  improper 
mode  of  treatment  is  not  highly  detri¬ 
mental  :  it  is  only  in  the  moic  dange¬ 
rous  Hate  oi  the  difeafe  tnat  we  can  do 
much  harm.  And  I  am  ready  to  con- 
fefs  that  in  two  or  three  of  the  firfl  bad 
cafes  I  faw,  mihed  by  fo  many  marks 
of  putrefcency,  I  gave  the  bark  ;  but 
the  confequences  w^ere  not  fuch  as  could 
luftify  a  continuation  of  its  ufe.

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Plencit  *  takes  a  good  deal  of  pains 
0  perfuade  us  to  the  ufe  of  the  bark ; 
lotwithftandihg  his  general  plan  is  that 
)f  the  antiphlogiftic  kind  ;  but  he  fays 
hat  bleeding  ought  to  be  premifed. 

At  the  end  of  his  book  he  gives  us  fe- 
venteen  hihories,  fix  of  which  are  in¬ 
flates  of  the  Ample  Scarlet  Fever  of 
Sydenham  ;  two  of  the  dropfy  confe- 
quent  to  our  epidemic,  and  nine  of 
the  true  epidemic  fever.  To  only  one 
of  thefe  he  gave  the  bark,  and  that  pa¬ 
tient  died.  Morton  met  with  feme 
cafes  in  which  the  fever  intermitted, 
and  then  the  bark  was  thrown  in  fuc- 

cefs  fully. 

Finding  that  no  good  was  to  be  ex¬ 
pected  from  the  bark,  recourfe  was  had 
to  fixable  air ,  which  I  had  often  ufed  in

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Opiates.  In  cafe  of  great  inquietude 

\ 

and  wakefulnefs,  both  Navier  and  Plen- 
ciz  advife  to  give  opium  in  fmall  dofes;  Opium, 
but  I  never  faw  it  effect  the  purpofe 
for  which  it  was  given  ;  on  the  contra- 
ry  it  vifibly  increafed  the  diflrefs  of  the 
patient. 

Blisters  in  the  fummer  appearance 
of  the  difeafe,  are  universally  detrimen¬ 
tal  ;  they  never  fail  to  haften  the  deli¬ 
rium,  and  if  the  cafe  is  one  of  the  worft 
kind,  they  too  often  confirm  its  fatal 
tendency.  But  when  the  pulfe  is  fo  Blifters. 
feeble  that  the  niceft  finger  can  hardly 
count  its  ftrokes  for  a  quarter  of  a  mi¬ 
nute  together;  when  the oppreffion  and 
anxiety  of  the  patient  is  fuch  as  words 
can  but  ill  defcribe ;  when  the  phyfi- 
cian  expe&s  that  a  few  hours  more  will 
annihilate  a  life  already  funk  to  fo  low 


an 
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an  ebb,  and  when  the  friends  will  per¬ 
haps  cenfure  him  if  he  forbears  to  try 
the  efficacy  of  an  application  fo  univer- 
fally,  and  I  may  add  fo  indifcriminate- 
ly  ufed  ;  it  is  not  eafy  to  refift  the  im¬ 
portunities  offuch  fymptoms  under  fuch 
circumftances. 

But  to  avoid  a  detail  that  would  car¬ 
ry  me  to  too  great  a  length,  fuffice  it 
to  fay,  that  after  frequent  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  obferving  the  events  of  cafes  in 
other  refpefls  fimilar,  the  hi  i  fie  red  pa¬ 
tients  very  often  died,  whilll  thofe  who 
were  not  bliftered  never  failed  to  re¬ 
cover. 

In  the  autumnal  feafon,  when  the 
inflammation  was  lefs  generally  diffufed 
through  the  body,  bliflers  were  lefs  de¬ 
trimental.

Gargles.  In  the  fummer  the  affec¬ 
tion  of  the  throat  was  frequently  fo  tri-  ]g^eafcesd 
fling  as  not  to  demand  any  particular 
attention  ;  but  when  the  inflammation 
and  fwelling  in  the  fauces  became  a 
principal  caufe  of  complaint,  the  ufe 
of  gargles  was  very  grateful  to  the  pa¬ 
tient.  A  decocAion  of  contrayerva  fweet- 
ened  with  oxymel  of  fquills  is  what  I 
have  mod  frequently  ufed ;  fometimes 
barley  water  acidulated  with  the  ma¬ 
rine  acid  ;  and  fometimes  the  tincAure 
of  rofes.  When  thefe  gargles  are  forci¬ 
bly  injetAed  by  means  of  a  large  pewter 

fyringe 
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fyringe  with  a  long  pipe  to  reach  over 
the  tongue,  it  is  amazing  to  fee  the 
quantity  of  vifcid  ropy  fluff  that  is  dif- 
charged,  both  from  the  fauces  and 
noflrils.  When  there  is  a  great  difpo- 
fition  to  the  formation  of  floughs  in 
the  throat,  Navier  advifes  (a)  to  gargle 
with  a  mixture  of  highly  rectified  fpirits 
of  wine  camphorated,  and  oxymel  ; 
which  he  fays  never  fails  to  flop  the  pro- 
grefs  of  the  gangrene.  I  am  inclined 
to  believe  it  is  a  good  application,  but 
have  never  had  occafion  to  try  it.  After 
the  fever  abates,  Sauvage  ufes  a  gargle 
of  lime-water  fweetened  with  honev. 

Poultices.  Cataplafms  of  different 
kinds  have  been  applied  round  the

In  the  heat  of  fu 
mer  it  was  hardly  poffible  to  keep  t 
patients  fufficiently  cool.  A  raattr 
to  lie  upon  was  found  preferable  tc 
feather  bed,  with  the  lighted  coveri 
for  the  body,  and  a  free  circulation 
air.  Patients  that. could  fit  up,  we 
allowed  only  to  lie  down  occafional 
and  thofe  whofe  ftrength  would  adn 
of  it,  were  ordered  frequently  out 
doors.  This  method  a  little  modi 
ed,  did  very  well  through  the  great 
part  of  autumn  ;  but  when  the  wint 
cold  took  place,  it  was  neceffary 
keep  them  more  in  bed,  and  in  a  roo 
moderately  warmed.

His  fauces  of  a  full  fcarlet  co¬ 
lour  and  fwelled,  but  without  any  ap 
pearance  of  floughs  or  ulceis.

The  next 
arning  the  was  chilly,  and  weary,  with 
l  aching  all  over  her.  1  hefe  fymp- 
ms  continued  till  eight  at  n'ght,  w  sen 
e  became  very  hot,  and  continued  fo 
ntil  Sunday  morning.  The  forenefs 
1  her  throat  was  ftill  but  trifling.  The 
receding  night  the  had  taken  five 
rains  of  James’s  powder,  which  exci¬ 
se!  a  pretty  copious  perfpiration.  She 
ontinued  very  much  indifpofed  all  Sun- 
ay,  the  feverith  fymptoms  ran  high, 
md  a  blifter  was  applied  on  the  right 
ide  of  her  neck.  On  Monday  the  fe- 
rerith  fymptoms  continued  nearly  the 
’ame:  The  left  fide  of  the  fauces  was 
aow  as  much  affecfted  as  the  other,  a 
blifter  -was  therefore  applied  to  the  left 
fide  of  the  throat..  Some  white  fpecks 
which  had  appeared  in  the  throat  be¬ 
fore,  were  now  increafed  fo  as  to  fpread 
over  both  tonfils,  and  the  back  of  the 
fauces.  In  this  fituation  I  was  deiired 

to 
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to  vifit  her.  I  found  her  labouring  um 
der  great  anxiety ;  her  countenance 
pale,  her  refpiration  difficult,  her  voice 
inarticulate,  her  pulfe  130,  rather  irre¬ 
gular,  but  not  very  feeble.  She  had 
palfed  the  night  with  fuch  oppreffive 
feelings  about  her  cheft  and  ftomach 
that  flie  durfl  not  attempt  to  fleep,  and 
her  deglutition  was  now  fo  much  im¬ 
paired,  and  the  attempt  fo  extremely 
painful,  that  nothing  lefs  than  the  great- 
efl  degree  of  fortitude  could  enable  her 
to  fwaliow-  She  had  hitherto  taken 
bark  freely,  but  it  purged  her  :  Small 
dofes  of  laudanum  were  then  added  to 
prevent  that  effect,  and  the  bark  was
